ly-drawn distinctions, and he applied 
the lessons of these distinctions to 
the work of the efficiency experts 
who are doing much to revolutionize 
old industrial methods. He also

Professor Alexander favors the 
publication of a municipal gazette 
on two grounds. One is that 
newspapers are prejudiced; the 
other, that San Francisco has 
one, The first argument does not 
apply in this instance, because 
with the columns of three news- 
papers open to them, and with one 
paper working overtime to find 
something to say in their favor, 
the present administration have 
not been able to produce the evi- 
dence that their case has been 
unfairly presented. Lf under these 
circumstances their ‘‘speeches 
and actions’’ appear in an un- 
favorable light the fault is with 
the speeches and actions and not 
the manner of their representa- 
tion to the public, The San Fran- 
cisco precedent is not convincing 
as to the value of a municipal 
gazette in securing good civic 
government. San Francisco, it 
will be recalled, is the city that 
made Abe Ruef famous. 

It is of course for those who 
wish to keep open the ice-cream 
aud soft-drink booths during the 
summer to show that the Provin- 
cial Government would be justi- 
fied in shielding them from prose- 
cution, as they are asking the 
Government to do. The Lord's
